POLISH GUARDS CALLED OUT 


Defeat Germans After Conflict 
Lasting Several Hours—Pro- 
test hh ona 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—Firing by German 
officers on an aliled automobile carry- 
ing an American flag was the cause of 
street fighting in Posen Friday, says a 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
from Copenhagen. The Germang were 
defeated in thé fighting. About 188 per- 


gons, including a number of ‘women and 


children, were killed. 

The dispatch says: 

“There was severe fighting bakiratin 
the Poles and Germans in Posen 1I*ri- 
day, which resulted in thirty-eight wo- 
men and children and about -100 Ger- 
mans and Polanders being killed... ‘The 
affray originated as a result of German 
officers. firing on an allied automobile 
which was proceeding to Warsaw car- 
rying the American flag. 

‘The’ Germans insulted the flag pa 
the Poflsh Guard ~was called cut. The 
fighting lasted several hours and the 
Germans were defeated. 

‘* A delegation from the Britisn Mis- 
sion to Posen protested fo tne German

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Warsaw quotes a Polish official report 
concerning the.riot. It says: 

*“The trouble began when allied and 
American flags -were hoisted over the 
City Hall. 

‘The Germans demanded that the 
flags be hauled down. The Poles refused 
to acquiesce, whereupon the Germans 
brought up machine guns and began fir- 
ing in the streets, driving back the 
crowds and dispersing the Polish troops. 

‘‘Finally the German officials took 
down the flags.j Meanwhile the Poles 
reassembled and began to return the 
German fire. The fighting continued¢ 
from 2 o’clock in the afternoon to 7 
o’clock. 

‘““The Germans provoked another inci- 
dent by trying to prevent Paderewski 
from circulating in the streets. They 
calied-on the British Colonel Wade and 
told him that if Paderewski was per- 
mitted to go about it would be the 
cause of trouble between the ‘Poli%h and 
‘German populations. Colonel Wade 
made no answer. He merely turned his 
‘baek on the Germans and got into a 
motor car with Paderewski. 

** fhe arrival of Paderewski and Brit- 
ish and American officers has created 
much enthusiasm here. The hope is ex- 
pressed that their arrival will stamp 
out Bolshevism and prevent anticipated 
trouble in Warsaw.”’

Enthusiastic Crowds wel Civic 


and Charch Dignitaries Extend 


Welcome to Him—He Views His Mother's Old Home 
and Makes Speech to the Congregation. 





CARLISLE, England, Dec. 29, 

(Associated Press.)—President Wilson, 
accompanied by Mrs. Wilson, came to 
Carlisle today in rain and a cold, 
penetrating mist to visit the girlhood 
home of his mother. But the warmth 
of the greeting of the people of the 
town and. of the = thousands of 
strangers from the surrounding coun- 
try more than offset the dreariness of 
the weather. 
,. Large crowds lined the streets and 
cheered the Presidential, party lustily 
as it drove from the station, where 
the President was received by Mayor 
Bertram Carr and other local notables, 
to the Crown and Mitre Hotel, where 
the President signed the freemen's 
rqll. 

The President visited Kenitea 
Street, where the site of his late 
grandfather’s chapel was pointed out 
to him, atid thé house ii Cavendish 
Place that was built by his grandfa- 
ther. Later he attended. services in 
the Lowther Btreet Coenen 
Church, 

Here, in the course of the. ouvebiniis 
the Rev. Edward Booth, pastor of the 
church, requested the President to 
address the assemblage. This the 
President did, delivering a short 
speech, in which he referred simply 
but eloquently to his mother. 

The Presidential train arrived at the 
Citadel: station on schedule time this 
morning. ‘Besides ‘Mayor Carr,~ the 
Lady Mayoress, Miss Eleanor Carr, 
Major Gen. Sir. John Cowan,.and the 
High Sheriff were on the platform 
when President Wilsen alighted. After 
the presentations, Miss Carr gave Mrs. 
Wilson a huge bouquet. 

The Presidential party was then con- 
ducted to the entrance of the station, 
where the square was thronged with 
people, who burst into. hearty cheers, 
which lasted for some moments. The 
Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack 
were hoisted on the tower of the Law 
Courts as the party emerged from the 
station. 


Meets His Grandfather’s Pupil. 


The rain continued to fall, but the 
crowds in the streets cheered President 
Wilson all the way to the Crown and 
Mitre Hotel, where other prominent 
citizens were waiting to receive the 
noted guest. Here Tho Watson, 
an. aged house painter and the last 
living pupil of the school of President 
Wilson’s grandfather, was introduced 
to the President. 

Grasping the old man’s hand, the 
President asked: ‘‘ You remember my 
grandfather? ’’ 

‘‘I’m_ afraid not. I was rather a 
small fellow,’ replied the old man, 
shyly. 

President Wilson inspected docu- 
ments dealing with the residence here 
of his grandfather, the Rev. Mr. 


‘+ Thomas Woodrow, and then drove to 


the Salvation Army Hall, where once 
stood the building that was the Presi- 
dent’s mother’s home. From here he 


‘visited the Cavendish house, in War- 


wick Road, which was: built by his 
grandfather and in which his grand- 
father taught school and the. Presi- 
dent’s mother also lived for a while. 
The President remained here for ten 
minutes, and proceeded to the Low- 
ther. Street Congregational: Church, 
which was crowded. 

: The congregation rose as the Presi- 
dent and his party entered and were’ 
conducted. to the front pew.

** I feel great pride,’’ the pastor said 
in part, ‘‘ that the great and-honored 
leader of the American people should 
have left the co mpany of kings , and 
set aside impo functiong to travel 
to this border city which his mother 
was born to attend, as.g@ humble wor- 
shipper; the church over whieh ‘his 
grandfather once presided. Such’ ac- 
tion reveals his character. It is a 
great spectacle for the world. 

‘* Mr. President, two-thirds of your 
name belongs -here, as. the words 
‘Thomas Woodrow’ Were inscribed 
on the church roll ninety-eight years 
ago. From then until 1835 he taught 
the church the word of God. He 
gathered around him a devoted band 
of people who learned to do righteous- 
ly. Here his children, among them 
your sainted mother, learned to sing 
their hymns and to fear God. Hence 
the peculiar gratification their church 
felt and expressed on your election to 
your high and honorable office, and 
which has deepened in the course of 
the eventful years of your. Presi-

The Rev. Mr. Booth reviewed the 
landing of the Pilgrim Fathers and the 
establishment ot religious liberty in 
America.

CECIL HOPEFUL 


OF PEACE LEAGUE 


British Delegate Says, How- 
ever, That Nations Must 
Put Aside Selfishness. 


SEES MANY OBSTACLES. 


But Believes the First Object 
Should Be to Put an End” 
to. Causes. of War. 


LONDON, Dec. - 29. — Lord Robert 
Cecil, who\is to deal at the. peace cons 
gress with questions affecting 9 League 
of Nations, in an interview by a ‘corre- 


spondent of The Observer, after affirm- 
ing the necessity. for carrying, the 


‘principle 6f a League of Nations ‘into 


effect, dealt’ with what he termed the 
difficulties connected with the details 
of such a plan. 

‘“‘“The moment: you try to devise the 
machinery of a League of Nations,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ you are struck by the existence 
of complete internationat anarchy. The 
great difficulty in providing an alterna- 
tive to war lies in the difficulty of pro- 
viding effective action to compel obedi- 
ence to any regulations which may be 
made on the subject. 

‘‘Tf there existed any system of inter- 
national~co-operation. with formal, ‘or 
even informal regulations, this diffi- 
culty would be easily surmounted. It is 
therefore a mistake, to look upon the 
prevention of war as the sole function 
of nations. The essential thing is to 
obtain recognition for the fact ghat the 
interests of humanity as a whole really 
exist. We have to work in order that 
the nations shall not forget that — 
are a part of one. another. 

‘“‘ Any one: who makes an attempt to 
sketch out the terms of the peace settle- 
ment will meet at every turn problems 
that can only be solved by international 
co-operation. Take, for instance, the 
tropical countries inhabited by babarous 

opulations. “In a world ruled by inter- 
atonal co-operation it will be realized 
that such countries must be admin- 
istered for the benefit of their own peo- 
ple and their products made available 
for the whole world. If this is done it 
will matter little by which nation they 
are administered. 

‘*In the case of the vast countries ho 
Asia without good government, 
period before independence can be ont 
ercised there must be’ assistance from 
the outside, and this: is bound to lead 
to international ‘difficulties unless some 
power is-intrusted by the nations of the 
world with the duty of pfoviding this 
assistance. *

may be taken up. The difference may 


be most clearly stated in this form:

considered a cardinal matter. and 
among the first things to bé settled, 
or a sort of afterthought :to be dis- 


cussed after Germany and her former 
allies have. been compelled to sign the 
peace treaty in the formulation of

America and France at the present 
moment represent the opposite ends of 
that question, and there is interesting 
speculation as to how England and 
Italy will line up. 

The first of the week I cabled the 
French idea‘as to the best chronology 
of the peace proceedings. 
with the determination by the Big 
Four, America, England, France, and 
Italy, acting * by, themselves, as to 
what the. principal peace terms must 
be. 

Next, the smaller belligerent nations 
were to have the opportunity to put 
into these terms what they desired, 
if their desires were \not contrary .to 
the wishes of the Big Four. 

Third, the finished peace treaty, 
providing, among other things, the 
new restricted boundaries for . Ger- 
many, was ta be’ submitted to Ger- 
many. to sign or reject without the 
right to modify...

AN AMERIC OUTPOST IN 
NORTHERN. RUSSIA, .Dec. 13, (By 
courier to Archangel, then by telegraph 
to Paris, Dec. 29.)—In this little group 
of four peasant villages, stretching for 
two miles on the west bank of the 
Dvina River, more than 200 miles south 
of Archangel, American troops are hold- 
ing the extreme outposts of the allied 
front. ; 

In the four tiny villages there prob- 
pee wd are sixty log houses, in each of 
which Americans are billeted. A single 
narrow street, paralleling the river, runs 
through the four towns, which are stuck

pore go haying in fine old-fashioned 
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iuast night an American party had 
hidden on the river bank until some 
twenty sleds from e Bolshevist side 
were loaded and ready to start. They 
suddenly swept down, capturing the en- 
tire lot and bringing: back the booty.

Sailors Still Occupy Palace. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—Berlin reports 
by way of Copenhagen and Amster- 


| dam indicate that Sunday was await- 


ed in the. German capital with anx- 
iety, it being feared that the great 
open-air meetings which had been ar- 
ranged would lead to serious trouble. 
The dispatches say the bourgeois 
press was urging the support of the 
Government of Friedrich Ebert and 
Philipp Scheidemann, while the Spar- 
tacans were convinced that their hour 
had arrived, and that they would be 
able, with the assistance of the ma- 
rines, to sweep aside all resistance. 
Despite the promised evacuation, the 
dispatches add, sailors still occupy the 
Imperial Palace, and sentries are Post- 
ed at all its entrances. The Berlin 
Tageszeitung asserts that marines 
have occupied the Reichstag Building. 
According to one of the dispatches, 
the Vossische Zeitung of Berlin says 
the palace shows signs of the recent 


the courtyard. The throne room and 
the Joachim Hall, however, were al- 
most untouched. The long, narrow 
dining room was converted into a hos- 
pital ward, and:in it basins and pans 
of blood-stained water are still lying. 
The former Emperor's private rooms 
were’ closed by the Ministry of Fi- 
nance. Five’dead sailors were found 
lying in the small vestibule of the 
second courtyard. ,

Beginning of Revolution. 


The revolutionary situation in‘ Ger-

ly with the signing»of the armistice the 
German Government collapsed, and 
Prince Max of Baden, the last remnant 
of royalist officlaldom, asked Herr 
Ebert, President of the Grand Commit- 
tee of the Reichstag, to form.a Socialist 
‘Cabinet to prevent chaos. - Ebert con- 
sented, after somé hesitation forming a 
cabinet composed of three Conservative 
‘Socialists and three Radicals, all the 
members ‘having equal authority, ‘Ebert 
retaining the title of Chancellor. 
Dr. Solf, for a time regarded as the 
- prospective Colonel House of Germany 
‘and probably the least Prussianistic of 
the old -crowd, had become Foreign 
Secretary after long service as Colonial 
Secretary. Solf was not a member of 
the Cabinet. 
- The six Cabinet members moved into 
the palace where Bismarck once was 
the ruler, bringing with them all the 
anti-militaristic, equal suffrage, and

Haase Tells of Compromises. 


The Secretary conducted me_ into 
Haase’s inner sanctum, a great cham- 
ber finished in soft tints and gold, a 
rich crimson rug being the only sugges- 
tion of the red flag about the place. 
Haase had been sitting in a ridiculously 
ornate gold chair at a massive flat-top 
desk.. When he rose to greet mé Haase 
struck me with his subtle resemblance 
to the John P. Altgeld, a tendency 
toward knock-knees being one definite 
point of resemblance and the lack of a 
beard being the point of difference. 

aase had. a tense, weary expression 
which ,softened . engagingly with his 
ulck smile of welcome. This, then, Was 
that terrible radical who surely must 
be concealing unfathomed depths of 
frightfulmess under.a gentle exterior. 
He started out by saying that the ma- 
jority and minority Socialists joined the 


Cabinet with some differences of opin-:. - 


fon, -but that both sides were making | 
concessions with a view to maintaining 
order as required in Secretary of Sthte 
Lansing’s fast note making a conditional 
promise of food relief. 

Herr Haase said the mortality rate 
was three times thé former pate as a 
result of food scarcity, adding that 50 
per cent. of the illegitimate infants were 
now dying and 20 per cent. of the leg 
mate. He said if the Government effect- 
edsocial and economic reforms the Spar- 
tacus group, could not grow, and ex- 
pressed confidence that the proposed re- 
forms. would succeed. “ 

asked for details of these reforms, 
expecting at last to get at Herr Haase’s 
radicalism, and this was his repty:- 

.‘“ These reforms will be effected with- 
out disturbing the social life. The 
changes must not entail a reduction or 
the destruction of the lines of produc- 
tian, agricultural, industrial, and com- 
mércial. .We. desire to’ -stimulate—the 
productiveness of commerce and not to 
stop it. ‘ aah 

‘* All those industries which may be 
considered ripe for nationalization, such 
as coal mines, great electrical works, 
&c., the Government will take possession 
of, but we don’t want to cut off the 


‘heads of business men and inéfustrial 


chiefs. Their services are required for 
the nation now ‘instead of for private 
capital.’’ 

I asked him if a fair price would be 
paid for these properties. 


Evaluation of Properties. 


‘There shall be: no confiscation,’’ ‘he 
came back quickly. ‘'-A* sommission 
composed of scholars arid &clentigts, not 
Socialists, is now studying values, hear- 
ing statements of figures from clerks, 
workers, and everybody, and will make 
a report to the Cabinet. which will pay 
a full price ‘based on its report.’’ 


Herr Haase explained that the In- 
dependent Socialists as a party knew 
and affirmed that the people had been 
deceived as to the war and placed the 
guilt on military castes in Germany 
and Austria, his party always having 
been opposed to the submarine war. 

Regarding the National Assembly 
ealled for Feb. 36, he said some per- 
sons besides the Spartacus group be- 
lieved the assembly should not be 
called ‘until the people had an oppor- 
tunity to find out what democracy 
meant. The soldiers should all be given 
time to get back to their homes and 
study the Government program before 
voting. As the women are to vote for 
the first ‘time, they also need time fors 
education, but Haase said he had con- 
sented to the February assembly! 

Haase said the Government had cut 
away from the old Foreign Office meth- 
ods of secret diplomacy and espionage, 
and any holdover officials who tried the 
old methods would be wiped out. The 
names of several editors and writers, 
one of’ whom is an American here, were 
mentioned to Haase as having been in 
the pay of the Foreign Office, several 
having vilified Ambassador Gerard and 
written treasonable articles about Presi- 
dent “Wilson and America. Haase took 
a notebook from a desk showing the 
entry of two of the names mentioned 
saying they would all be investigated 
and any ilhelmstrasse source of in- 
come be cut off. : 

‘* What will: you do with the Kaiser? ’”’ 

is reply ignored the published reports 
of allied plans to punish the. war in- 
stigators. 
. ‘* The present Government is now get- 
ting up a. White Book,’’ he said, ‘‘ con- 
taining all the documents relating to the 
origin of the war and peace negotiations, 
and while we have not come to a. con- 
clusion whether the ‘guilty ones should 
be tried by a German court or an in- 
ternational tribunal, personally I favor 
a German court with a condemnation of 
the guilty, leaving them to the contempt 
and shame of the world rather. than to 
violent handling.’’ 


Thinks Troops Are Not Needed. 


Herr Haase said he did not think’ 
troops would, be necessary to protect 
the Government, citing the fact that the 
soldiers had sent word that they would 


come to Berlin any time they were need- 
ed for assistance to the Cabinet. 

Herr. Scheidemann, for the Moderates, 
and Herr Haase, for the Radicals, thus 
had put themselves on record, but ex- 
tremists like Liebknecht would not taik 
and conservatives like Solf would not 
be quoted. ¢ 

On leaving Berlin I learned of the 
formation of the new political body 
which hopes to amalgamate all parties 
other than the Socialists, and give 
united support to the Government. 
Among the leaders of this organization, 
called the an Democratic Party, 
gre Professor Alfred Weber of Heidel- 
Serg, Professor Hans Delbruck, editor 
of the Prussian Year. book, and Theo- 
dore Wolff, editor of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt. known as the German paper most 
nearly «approaching the enterprising, 
conscientious newspaper in America. 

Delbruck joined with Dernburg. in pro- 
testing against proposed annexation of 
Belgium. 

Since leaving Berlin I have seen many 
stories in the papers regarding sensa- 
tional developments, such as Ebert hav- 
ing been - made President and. Solf 
thrown out, but-as much’ propaganda is 
being sent out from Germany it is nox. 
sible to sift through and find the false, 

It will be obeserved that all elements 
agree Belshevism is a-great peril, and 
that the feat of famine plays into the 
hands of the Liebknecht crowd. There ts

BERLIN, Dec. 28, (via Copenhagen.) 
—Professor. Theodor Schiemann, once 
one of the Kaiser's personal advisers, 
addresses/an open letter to Commissary 
Ebert, appealing to his patriotism and 
good-will ‘“*to rescue some sort of law 
and order from the chaos created by the 


criminal conduct of the sailors and the 
consequences of the disastrous armi- 
stice. 

‘““The measures taken,’’ he _ says, 
‘* make me and all men and women not 
belonging to the Government | party 
blush with shame. I must confess I am 
ashamed of the Germany of today. I 
am ashamed of the undignified appear- 
ance which our country presents. from 
within and without and its surrender of 
all feelings of decency. While our efie- 
mies by a campaign of systematic slan- 
der and lying have for years tried to 
fasten the guilt for the outbreak of the 
war on us, although they~were prepar- 
ing for it for nearly two decades, you 
have commissioned men ,with. no scien- 
tific competency whatever,. who are 
prejudiced besides, to investigate the 
question what evidence there is-in otr 
archives of our responsibility for the 
war. At the same time our enemies de- 
‘clare that they will do likewise, because 
it is already established that they are 


guilty. 

‘* Our petitions to the leading men of 
the Entente and to President Wilson 
lack all dignity, are in a whining tone 
and only increase the contempt with 
which the enemy is treating. us. Our 
present Government has done nothing 
to sustain the justifiable self-respect of 
the German people, who so long de- 
fended their existence against the 
whole world; but evervthing possible 
has been-done to suppress the elements 
standing for law and order. Our offi- 
cers have been dismissed in. the most 
abominable fashion, and ‘nothing has 
been done to aid them to maintain dis- 
cipline and suppress cine lawless ele- 
ments that will be found in any -army 
of millions. The amnesty, which has 
justified the crimes committed by the 
sailors—looting, mutiny, theft and mur- 
der—and for all time has placed them 
beyond the reach of punishment, also has 
created an organization of bad men who 
now terrorize Germany. They oppose the 
troops when the latter, as only recently 
in Neukdlln, seek to disarm these or- 
.ganized criminals. f Fr ¢ 

‘The impression has been created 
that cowardice is at the bottom of our 
conduct. | The Social Democrats fear 
the Independents, and the Independents 
fear the Spartacides. 

‘* You, Herr Ebert, yield in all. ques- 
tions to Haase, and Haase is afraid of 
those madcaps, Liebknecht and Luxem- 
burg. From such weakness the fiercest 
radicalism and Bolshevism must result. 

** You ignore the law that was estab- 
lished at the beginning of time, that the 
sword was given to the authorities to 
use it. The consequence is that the im- 
pertinence of our.enemies knows no lim- 
its. Poles, Czechs..and Hungarians treat 
us like dogs that*one favors With a kick. 

‘Do you really believe that the Ger- 
man people has become so depraved as 
not to feel the nameless shame of tHis 
situation? We simply long for one cour- 
ageous word against enemies at home 
and abroad. . 

‘“* We demand the. arrest of Liebknecht 
and Luxemburg, who must be placed 
either in a madhouse or a prison. We 
demand the strongest measures against 
the inwless rabble who, theugh almost 
vhildren, yet form their bodyguard. We 
want virile action instead of -mere 


semblage but mean nothing to serious 
men. ‘ ; 

‘I am very much worried, dear Herr 
Ebert, because, I. know. that. nameless 
misery worse than anything suffered so 
far will befall ~Germany if the Social 
Democracy, which is yet in power, per- 
mils itself to become the slave of the 
Spartacus group. ;

10 PAY WAR DEBTS 


Proposed Interallied Society 
Prominent in Peace Dis- 
cussions at Paris. 


WANT AMERICA INCLUDE 


Some Objection to Our Paying Pro- 
-portionate Share — Socialists 


Would Take in Central Powers. 
{ ° 
PARIS, Dec. 29, (Associated Press.)— 
The financial aspect of the settlement. of 
the war. problems has been uppermost 
in the minds of those concerned in Paris 
during the last few days. This is re- 


garded not only by the American dele- 


gates to the Peace Conference, but by 
the representatives of' the. Allies who 
have arrived here, as one of the fore- 
most problems requiring settlement. 

The debates in the Senate on the re- 
newal of the charter of the Bank of 
France and’ in the Chamber on the pro- 
visional military appropriations have 
disclosed lively interest by both Senators 
and Deputies in.the proposed organiza- 
tion of the ‘‘ Interallied Financial So- 
ciety.’’ for the liquidation of the com- 
bined war debt of the Allies. 

The Socialists, who are taking a 
prominent part in the discussion, appear 
to prefer the title “‘ Financial Society 
of Nations,’’ which would not preclude 
the eventual entry of enemy powers 
into the association. They suggest that 
the members of the Germanic coalition 
might be called on proportionately to 
the other powers to pay tneir share—in 
round numbers, rmany 6,500,000,000 
francs annually; Austria, 5,000,000,000; 
Turkey, 2,000,000,000, and Bulgaria, 
500,000,000, in addition to the interest on 
whatever sum the peace congress may 


which some have put at several hundred 
billion francs. 

In the chamber yesterday Deputy 
Jacques Stern, author of the proposition 
of an interallicd financial society, es- 
timated the total sum to be demanded 
from Germany and her allies as indem- 
nity at 470,000,000,000 francs. - 

The principle difficulties anticipated 
are in finding a working basis for such 
a society, and in Gérmany’s ability to 
bear such an immense burden. M. Stern 
and. other members take the successful 
organization of an international com- 
mission to manage the Turkish public 
debt as a precedent, indicating the pos- 
sibility of 6vercoming all difficulties of 
organization, while in answer to the 
doubts as to whether Germany is able 
to pay a large indemnity, they cite the 
estrmates of the resgurces of the Ger- 
man Empire made by Dr. Karl Helffe- 
rich, Secretary of the German Treasury 
before the. war. They contend that’ it 
will be the duty of the peace delegates 
to consider what resources may be found 
for the payment of the indemnity, and 
point to the ten or twelve billion marks 
that Helfferich estimated was the an- 
nual savings of Germany from her forty 
billion marks annual earnings. 

The: project as now framed seeks to 
have .the United States pay in the same 
proportion as the nations with which it 
is associated, notwithstanding its. par- 
ticipation in the war was much shorter. 
This. has met with considerable ob- 
jection. ? 


The bill proposed by .Deputy Jacques 
Stern establishing among the Allies an 
international financial union, seeks to 
distribute the expenses of the war be- 
tween the nations onithe basis of popu- 
lation and power to contribute. This 
proposition, according to the- Paris re- 
ports, is supported by 100 delegates of 
all parties. 

The estimates of the war expenses of 
the Allies were given at the time the 
measure was presented,for the Govern- 
ment’s consideration ab 424,000,000, 
francs, while the expenses of the Cen- 
tral Powers aggregated 370,000,000,000 
ffancs. To avoid international bank- 
ruptcy, it was declared that such an as- 
sociation Was necessary to float an in- 
ternational loan’ estimated at 518,000,- 
000,000 francs, to be distributed on'a 
basis of population and production, each 
State to guarantee its proportion from 
customs and other revenues,

A PERIL, SAYS REED 


Senator Assails Tribunal “Ruled 


~ by Kings, Bolsheviki, 
and Soviets.” 


OPPOSED BY 0. S. STRAUS 


Present Conditions, He Says, Are 


Wholly Different from Those 
in the Past. 


United States Senator James A. Reed 
of Missouri, speaking last night at a 
dinner of the Society of Arts and Sci- 
ences’ at the Hotel Biltmore, declared 
himself in opposition to a League of Na- 
tions. After declaring that the Amer- 
ican, colonists died to establish the right 
of the people of America to control thetr 
own destiny, he added: ‘“I am unaltera- 
bly opposed to surrendering the rights 
thus attained to any international 
league, international congress, or inter- 
national court, composed of the repre- 
sentatives of Kings, Kaisers, Czars, So- 
viets, Parliaments, or Bolsheviki.”’ 

The other speakers were Dr. A. L. 
Lowell, President of Harvard Universi- 
ty; Oscar S. Straus, and Professor F. H. 
Giddings of Columbia University.. James 


‘W. Gerard presided. 


The proposed League of Nations, said 
Senator Reed, contemplates the transfer 
of the powers of Congress to representa- 
tives of foreign Governments, “ Against 
this I solemnly protest,” he deglared. 
An ‘‘insuperable’’ objection to a 
League of Nations, the Senator as- 
serted, was that the members of the 
league or the internauonal court set up 
by the league would be named by the 
ruling powers of Hurope, many of whom 
are ruled by marriage. 

The nations of Europe have many in- 
terests in common which may:at any 
time conflict with the United States, he 


aserted as another argument in opposi- 
tion to a League of Nations, adding that 
the existence of such a league meant 
that the Monroe Doctrine would have to 
be yielded. Senator Reed asked whether, 
after the warning by the ‘fathers. of 
the republic ”’ against entan ling alli- 
ances, it would be wise to su os gg a 
policy ¢‘ which makes us a party to 
every European gol py involves us in 
every war of the world, and compels us 
to conscript our young men to do serv- 
ice upon every sea and in every land 
at the dictation of the members of the 
League of Nations, whether composed 
of olsheviki, Kings, Presidents, or 
soviets.’ 

‘I will never give my consent that 
American citizens shall. be. ordered to 
battle by the majority vote of an inter- 
national league or congress composed of 
representatives of as 0" Governments, 
many of which are laggards in the 
march of civilization an exponents of 
autocracy and tyranny,’’ he continued. 

‘“*IT could not — give my _ con- 
sent to allow: our eat and puissant 
allies and friends, England and France, 
to share in the control of our na- 
tional destiny. I cannot forget that 
nations, like individuals, are controlled 
by self-interest. and sometimes by the 

passions of the hour. In any league, 
Soreraiven’ organized, the selfish interests 
of each nation, will be.forever predomi- 
nant in its heart. It follows that these

TAFT UPHOLDS WILSON. 


Says President’s Influence Abroad 
Exceeds That of Some Princes. 


Ex-President William H. Taft was 
cheered yesterday afternon when, in 
an address at the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music, he said that he approved of 
the trip of President Wilson to Europe, 
and that it was his opinion that the 
country stood back of Mr. Wilson in his 
plans for a League of Nations. The ad- 
dress was given under the auspices of 
the Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sci- 
ences, and the subject was ‘‘ Clinching 
Our Purpose in the War.’’ Frank L. 
Babbott, Vice President of the institute, 
presided and introduced Mr. Taft. In 
speaking of the trip of President Wilson, 
Mr. Taft said: 

* President Wilson has gone abroad 
and I am glad that he has. By so 
doing he is coming into close relations 
with men of other countries. President 
Wilson has more influence with the

CITY WATERSIDE IMPROVEMENT. 
Controller Craig has been asking for 
plans and particulars regarding im- 
provements alongshore, as though the 
‘Jack of details was all that prevented 
that. first aid to .commerce.

He asks authority 
to: spend funds for this purpose only 
on contract for rental on terms which 
will make the new piers a gift to the 
city after twenty years, and which 
will carry the cost meanwhile.

THE TARDY WAR TAX BILL. 

The consideration of the Federal 
War Tax bill by the Conference Com- 
mittee of Congress begins with the 
week, within a day or two of the time 
when tax returns are due under exist- 
ing law. Notwithstanding the delib- 
eration of its preparation, recent facts 
show that it is far from meeting the 
nécessities of the case. It is an- 
nounced that the Goverpment’s guar- 
antee of the price of wheat will require 


‘|an amount between $500,000,000 and 


@ round billion, and now a separate 
bill will be necessary to provide the 
funds.’ Nobody should be surprised by 
what everybody knew, except the pro- 
viders of the funds. ~On the other 
hand, the reduction of the Govern- 
ment’s war necessities proceeds at in- 
creasing speed. The Chairman of the 
House committee stated at the week- 
end that eight billions of authorized 
expenditures will not be made, the 
money returning to the Treasury. Be- 
sides, ta billion or two will be saved by 
the cancellation of war contracts. 
These are signs that Congress hardly 
knows what: it is doing rather than 
that further delay will be justified to 
allow things to happen, for the infor- 
mation of those who ought to_know 
more than they give signs of knowing. 
But criticism of their not knowing 
should be indulgent, for the state of 
the war alters daily: in its progress to- 
ward peace. True it is that the War 
Tax bill should alter with conditions, 
but that is not a reason justifying fur- 
ther delay with it. It is imperative 
that the Bill should become law within 


left ‘out. 

In October Secretary McApoo warned 
Congress that he could not be respon 
sible for the successful administration 
of the Treasury if Congress delayed 
the Tax bill longer. In November ‘the 
repeated the warning. In early De- 
cember Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Roper officially declared: ‘* It 
‘*is clearly our duty to shape our 
‘* course for the application to the 
‘‘current year of the law now on the 
‘* statute books unless the existing law 
‘* is superseded ad a new law before 
“Jan.1." po 

That now is a IE Under pres- 
sure the Com foner has said that 
he- could delay until Jan. 15, if the 
new. law altered the. dates of existing 
law, but that is the limit. Even if the 
pending law should be passed after 
another fortnight, as is possible rather 
than probable that it will pass sooner, 
it would be necessary to collect taxes 
under the old law rather than the new. 
Otherwise there would not be time 
within the fiscal year for the prepara- 
tion of blanks, the training of the col- 
lectors, and the allowance of suitable 
time for the taxpayers to prepare their 
accounts. and make their payments. 
Congress has its excuses, but not pride 
in its record. 

There would be some compensations 
if Congress had used its time to im- 
prove its bill, but in many chief faults 
it ig the same old bill. It would be 
tedious to recite again the taxpayers’ 
grievances, but room may be found 
for one criticism of the American Eco- 
nomic Association’s Committee Upon 
War Finance, published on Saturday. 
In its elaborate $25,000 report the 
committee says: a: 

The law relating to both the income 
and the excess profits tax is now in 
such shape that the ordinary citizen 
cannot understand it, and, upon many 
of the difficult questions which arise, 
cannot get very good advice from the 
average lawyer, accountant, or’ local 
internal revenue offitials. * * * In 
not a few cases it has cost taxpayers 
$700 or $800 to determine that their 
tax liability was between $1,000 and 
$2,000, and in some instances it has 
cost from $25 to $500 to determine that 
the taxpayer had no taxable income. 

That is not the complaint of a tax 
dodger or a. pro-German. : Specifica- 
tions are given which Congress will 
hardly deny; and cannot admit with- 
out confession of its fault committed 
against warning, and persisted in 
through years of opportunity for cor- 
rection. There can be no justification 
for the same sort of bill now as when 
war impended. The worst of war con- 
ditions is now known, and there could 
be granted reduction of taxes and,jin- 
crease of borrowing which would have 
been indefensible when the future was 
unknown and threatening. Also now 
the period of amortization of the war 
costs could be longer than when bor- 
rowing began, thus requiring a smaller 
tax contribution annually. 

Even if we could not avoid having 
the-same sort of bill from the same 
Congress, we ought not to have wasted 
the opportunity for the collection of 
war taxes when the collection was

THE PRINCE OF MONACO’S 
( LETTER’ 
If Monaco is the littlest sovereign 


State of Europe, the ruling Prince be- | 


longs to one of the most ancient 
houses of Europe. The GRIMALDIs of 
Genoa became its. masters ne&rly a 
thousand years ago. ALBERT HONORE 
Cuaries, the present Prince,’ repre- 
sents that family and.the Goron DB 
MaTIGNoNs, who added Grimaldi to 
their name on the marriage of one 
of them to the daughter of the last 
male of the old Genoese stock in the 
early eighteenth century.’ By birth 
the Prince of Monaco is entitled to 
associate with the purplest patricians 
of the Almanach de Gotha. He is 
an enlightened ruler of his little State, 
to which he has granted democratic 
institutions. He is a wise old man of 
the world, honorably distinguished 
also as a savant. His‘chief pursuit or 
pleasure has been oceanography. Ap- 
parently he has varied it for some 
years by studying the mental iconog- 
raphy of the sometime imperial per- 
sonage now known as Mr. WILLIAM 
HOHENZOLLERN. 

Living on terms of intimacy with 
the then Kaiser for years, often his 
guest at Berlin, at Kiel, and in the 
Achilleion, his Corfu villa, the Prince 
had constant and the best opportunity 
to ponder his subject. It is no hasty 
observer, no romancing outsider, but 
an intimate and an “equal, WILL- 
1aM's ‘‘ dear cousin,’’ sagacious, ex- 
perienced, who recounts in a letter 
given to The Associated Press many 
conversations with him and shows the 
man, his image and very effigy. So 
far as the proof of HOHENZOLLERN’S 
responsibility for the war is concerned, 
no new evidence is needed. ICH- 
NowskKYr and MUEHLON and Baron 
WANGENHEIM to Mr. MORGENTHAU and 
the recently published dispatches of 
the Bavarian Minister to Prussia in 
1914, witnesses and corroborations 
enough, have appeared,. even if the 
major incriminating documents have 
been destroyed at Wilhelmstrasse and 
the Ballplatz. 

The value of the Prince’s letter is 
less in its positive additions to the 
documentation of the crime than in 
its psychological turning-inside-out of 
WittuM, the exteriorization, the 
throwing on the screen of his mind, 
inferred, hitherto, from his words and 


acts. .For years the Prince had beens 


trying ‘to inject reason, the sense of 
mgral values, into his ‘* devoted 
‘‘ friend, cousin, and admirer, WIiILL- 
‘*ram I. R.,”’ trying to awaken ‘in 
him the sense of responsibility, to 
keep ‘him in the road: of justice and 
peace; trying to-impress upon him the 
falseness’ and bru of militarism. 
‘* When I condemned the militarizing 
‘of a ‘people as stunting individual 
‘* development,’’ the Prince’ writes, 
** you described to me the advantages 
‘*of such a form of national educa- 
** tion, outside of its purely military 
‘* objects, because,:as you said, it re- 
‘* Heved men from the heaviness of 
“? their, bearing.’” The shallow insin- 
cerity of this, the futile attempt to 
cover the real purpose ‘of militarism 
with talk of its educational by-prod- 
uct, is illuminating... More character- 
istic is the imperial outburst of megal- 
omania and old reSolve for war, envy, 
and hate when the English squadron 
came to salute him at Kiel in = 
1914: 

If they oblige me to make war the 
world will see what it has never 
known before. 

Ghastly. reading, 
ruined, dishongred, and frightened 
exile in Amerongen. Power in war is 
always dancing before the War Lord’s 
eyes. He might have fallen upon 
Russia, upon France. He refrains, so 
pacific and magnanimous is he, but he 
is always meditating war and power. 
He Holds the Czar in his hands, he 
says. He shows his desire for peace 
ironically by appointing ‘‘ the most 
wigorous German Generals "’ as ‘del- 
egates to NICHOLAS’s Hague Confer- 
ences. 

In his conversations with the Prince 
on ‘the day of the Archduke’s’ assas- 
sination, W1Lu1aM, who had once said 
to the’ former that ‘he had not ‘‘ the 
‘* right to take a certain action which 
** would ‘have conserved world peace,”’ 
said: ‘‘ Now I must do everything 
over-again.” ‘* History. will recog- 
nize,’’ the Prince writes him, “in 
** these two manifestations of your

The fault which the Allies are com- 
mitting in the front of their new ene-

| their old enemy, the German autoc- 


racy. They allowed the enemy all the 
advantages of the offensive, and 
merely resisted at whatever point the 
enemy chose,in turn to attack. It 
was not until the allied command was 
unified that the Allies could do more 
than hold the Germans off. Simi- 
larly, the Bolshévist assault on civili- 
zation has all the advantages of the 
The Allies have not yet 
reached the idea that saved them from 
the Germans—the idea of a unified 
command. 

It is cheering, for instance, to hear 
that a strong allied expedition is to 
reinforce the one already in South 
Russia, and will occupy the Ukraine. 
Not. 80 cheering to read that this is 
all; that ‘‘ military intervention in 
**that country by the Allies on a 
‘large scale, such as the antt-Bol- 
‘* shevist part of the Russian popula- 
*“‘tion desires, now seems further 
es away than ever.’ The same old 
policy “of 1914- 17; “if the Germans 
throw a jlarge force against Calais; 
hasten Yo hold and strengthen Calais; 
if they turn suidenly and attack at 
Verdun, hurry to meet them at Ver- 
dun; but content yourselves always 


with repulsing the particular attack’ 


and | wondering what will be done 
next. 

The Frenchman quoted in Mr. 
Durantr’s dispatch this morning 
paints the Bolsheviki as having beaten 
thelr opponents in Russia to the 
ground and to have ‘* begun to over- 
‘* run the Baltic provinces of Poland 
ra and Eastern Germany,’’ while ‘in 
Germany proper they are gaining 
ground so fast that a union of Rus- 
sian and German extremists will in 
time launch a ‘* crusade for anarchy.’’ 
The Bolshevist westward advance is 
made up partly of propaganda -and 
partly of force. So far as it is made 
by force it is virtually unresisted. 
There is not much use in combating 
its propaganda, since its argument 
could appeal to none except minds so 
coarse that the very axioms of liberty 
would be meaningless to them. The 
argument is, in brief, that ignorance 
should rule and that knowledge should 
either die or conseht to live on 
the terms of running the errands of 
ignorance. To a mind that does not 
instantly reject that theory there 
is not much use in presenting coun- 


ter-arguments.

the soldiers of the advancing force by 
bringing them into contact with Bol- 
shevist argument, that merely means 
only a postponement of the evil day, 
for the~Bolsheviki are on the offen- 
sive and will bring that argument 
home to the West without delay.

_ Much wisdom of a 
much-needed sort was 
Need contained in the two 
papers, one by Dean 

Reforimihg. ANGELL of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and,the other by Profes- 
sor MARVEL of Brown, that were read 
last week at the annual convention here 
of the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation. Both attackedfthe spirit as 
well as the methods of athleticism as it 
is taught and practiced in most. Amer- 
ican colleges, and demanded reforms 
that would reduce sports and games to 
their proper place in educational institu- 
tions—that place being the physical 
training of the whole student body. 

Dean ANGELL pronounced against such 
costly expedients as paid trainers and 
special tables, the only’ use of which is 
to produce in a’ few students\a profi- 
ciency desirable,’ indeed, in professional 
athletes, but distinctly disgraceful, as 
proving waste of time, in those who in 
pretense and theory are seeking a very 
different sort of education. The story of 
the King who aspired. to surpass a pro- 
fessional musician in playing the lute 
still has its ancient lesson. 

Professor MARVEL went close to the 
heart of athletic abuses when he de- 
nounced the earning of money to sup- 
port the various ‘‘teams’” by means of 
gate receipts, but he might have gone 
still nearer. The fundamental evil is in 
making the collegiate games a means of 
gaining victories over competitors, in- 
stead of one to gain health and strength. 
It is largely, and perhaps chiefly, the 
absence of the competitive feature that 
explains why the training given in a 
military camp produces vastly more and 
better effects on the bodies of those sub- 
jected to it than does the work done by 
college athletes. 

Incidefitally, the minds of the camp 
graduates are improved as well as their 
bodies, and in both respects the improve- 
ment is of more use in civil life than 
are the changes made in either minds or 
bodies by the creation of playing field 
heroes. We do, indeed, sometimes hear 
of competitive drills, one organization 
calling itself military against another, 
for glory or a prize, but every real sol- 
dier strongly disapproves of them.

ASSERTS PLAN WAS KNOWN 


Statement Quotes a Former Postal 
Official’s Views on Heavy 
Cost of Competing. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Postmaster 
General Burleson today issued a pre- 
pared statement. in which he asserted 
that he was- ‘‘ very much surprised ”’ 
over the attitude of Clarence H. 
Mackay, President of the Postal Tele-' 
graph-Cable Company, toward plans of 
the Postmaster General for merging the 
land lines of the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany with those of the Western Union. 

The statement was issued following 
the publication on Friday morning of a 
statement issued in New York City by 
William J. Deegan, Secretary of the 
Mackay Companies, at the time that he 
gave out copies of three ordérs issued by 
Mr. Burleson in appointing and instruct- 
ing the then Government Operating 
Board for the operation of the telegraph 
and telephone service under Government 
supervision and control. This board {s 
composed.of Union N. Bethell, F. A. 
Stevenson, G. M. Yorks, and A. F. 
Adams. Mr. Deegan’s statement said 
that no official of the Postal Company ; 
knew whether the vernment intended 
to merge the Pos and Western Union 
companies, but that if this were at- 
tempted it would be contested. 


The statement issued by Burleson 
reads: 


“When Postmaster General Burle- 
son’s attention was called today to a 
statement by the representative of Mr.

Says Burleson Evades Sack 

When Postmaster General Burleson’s 
statement was read to William J. 
Deegan, the Secretary of the Mackay 
Companies, last night, he replied: 

““We would point out that not one 
of. the suggestions made by our General 
Manager in the letter referred to-by 
Postmaster General Burl in any 
way tends to reduce the iclency of 
the telegraph service, but all are in the 
interest of the elimination of waste and 
for the increased efficiency of the tele- 
graph service. 

‘We have for years fought against 
the waste involved in having two tele- 
graph offices.in a hotel, and incidentally 
paying the hotel an extortionate rental. 
In most cases the telegraph companies 
have maintained branch offices in very 
close proximity to the hotels. I might 
instance the case of the Knickerbocker 
Hotel in New York. The Postal and 
Western Union 0th maintain telegraph 
offices in that hotel. Right across the 
street, not more than fifty feet distant, 
the Postal Company also maintains a 
branch office, and one block away there 
is a Western Union branch. office. 

Our contention is that both offices 
in the hotel might be eliminated without 
any inconvenience to the public, and we 
don’t think that anyone will dispute our 
contention in that respect. Many hotel 
offices could well be eliminated, with a 
resultant saving in rents and also the 
service of operators who could well be 
ag me! oda a 

ere has also been a practice of 
maintaini telegraph cttices in builld- 
ings occupied exclusively by one com- 
pany, merely for the sake of corr ing 
the entire be ee business of 
company, and in close proximity “the 
companies may have public telegraph 
offices.

ARMENIANS ISSUE PROTEST. 


Do Not: Want Authors of Massacres 
Tried by Turks. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Armenians 
in America are much exercised:-over the 
report that the Ottoman Government 
proposes to form a court-martial for 
the trial of those responsible for the 
Armenian massacres, and through Miran 
Sevasly, Chairman of the Armenian Na- 
tional Council of .Amerita, have -pro- 
tested to the State Department agaltist 
such a trial.

AERO CLUB TAKES IT UP 


Committee Named to Conduct Con- 
test—Methods of Attachment 
Important.

Aero Club of America to be used as 
a prize in @ contest to develop the in- 
véntion’ of parachutes for usé in escap- 
ing from airplanes which have got out 
of contre}. 

The offer has béen accepted, and the 
following members of the club havé been 
named to plan a parachute competition: 

Major Thomas S. Baldwin, the bal- 
loonist, who made his first parachuté 
jump in 1885; A. Leo Stevens, Colonél 
A. L. Fuller, Colonel Henry B. Hersey, 
Colonel James Prentice, Lieut. Col. Will- 
iam Thaw,. Major Cushman A. Rice, 
Congressman F. H. La Guardia, Major 
R. W. Schroeder, Rear Admiral Mark 
A. Bristol, Commander Henry C. Mustin, 
Commander John H. Towers, Lieutenant 
Commander P. N. Bellinger, Lieutenant 
Godfrey L. Cabot, Lieuténant R. A. 
Preston, Ensign Raffe Emerson, Henry 
Woodhouse, Frank S. Lahm, and Au- 
gustus Post. 

Several parachutes have been used suc- 
cessfully dufing the war, but their use 
has not become general and the relative 
merits of différent typés mre not been 
established. 

What Cemmittee Will Seek. 

Henry Woodhouse of the Aero Club of 
America said in a statement last night 
that the chief object of the committee 
would be “to find the best way to at- 
tach a parachute to an airplane or to 
the aviator, so that it can be operated 
whether the aifplane is at an even keel 
or climbing or qving or side-slipping, or 
upside. down.’ 

‘“‘It must be remembered,’’ his state- 
ment continued, ‘‘ that when a plane 
ia travelling at a speed of from to 
150 miles an hour—and there are ma- 
chines going even faster—the pilot only 
has seconds in which to nk and act, 
therefore the parachute attachment 
must be simple and must work in- 
stantly. 

‘The parachute may be fastened to 
the back of the pilot himself, or to the 
aeroplane, on the fuselage, back of the 

flot; or under or to e@ side of the 

uselage, of at the trailing edge of. the 
lower panel of the wing, or to the seat 
of the aeroplane. But {t must be remem- 
bered that the pilot is fastened to his 
seat by a safety belt, which he must 
unfasten ore the arachute is

ful load of the plane. A parachute of 
ut eighteen feet in 
diameter, capable of sustaining a man 
weighing 150 pounds, will trot weigh 
more than fifteen pounds. e fear on 
the part of aviators that a parachute 
would weigh forty or fifty pounds is 
onerof the factors that has retarded the 
adoption of the parachute as a life- 
saver.

Cross-Country Champion De- 
feats Big Field in His First 


Race of Season. 


Max Bohland, national cross-country 
running champion, yesterday again

Bohland ran at a merry clip and 
picked up ground on the leaders. At 
Sixty-fifth Street the champion was 
running abreast of Barnes, with Spear 
following closely.

PREDICTS PROSPERITY ERA. 


Chamber of Commerce Gives Cheery 
Report of Business Outlook. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—‘‘ The dom- 
inant and cheery note in the story of 
general conditions today is the calm 
and collected manner in which the busi- 
ness world views the ‘uncertain future 
which lies before us.’’ 

Thus the general business situation is 
summed up in a report to the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States by its 
Committee on Statistics and Standards. 

‘* There are all sorts of forecasts as to 
the nature and volume of business dur- 
ing the next six months,’’ the report 
continues. ‘‘ They vary from a dull 
Winter and a good Spring and Summer 
to no business at all until a good harvest 
matures, or to only a fair business until 
the reconstruction process is completed. 
But this seems to be the most popular 
prophecy, namely, a period of inter- 
mediate length working itself out by 
common sense and forethought to a far 
better era and greater prosperity than 
ever has been our portion in the past. 
In this forecast the volume of. foreign 
trade plays a large share.’’ 

The report points out that there is a 
widespread feeling that there must be 
a lowering of prices and adds: 

"Phe general desire is not for radical 
reductions, but rather for such gradual 
declines as conditions may warrant. 
Commingled with this is the knowledge 
that wages and salaries have much _ to 
do with the cost of commodities today 
and nothing is further from the general 
thought than that there should be sub- 
stantial reductions in the income and 
purchasing power of the many, but 
rather that a realignment of this nature 
should assurne the form of readjustment 
in the line of such wages and salaries 
as are not warranted under.the changed 
situation. ‘ 

Business is going on, tne report de- 
clares, much as before the signing of 
the armistice, although in somewaht te- 
duced volume. The report continues: 

“There has been no sudden drastic 
economy, nor financial panic, nor in fact 
any of those untoward :events which in 
the .past we have reckoned as being the 
natural accompaniment of. the end of a 
period’ of prosperity. In fact, there is 
a widespread feeling. that the present 
situation is merely a readjustment and 
a realignment to something far better in 
the future when we have surmounted the 
difficulties that lie directly ahead of us, 
.and thus found a firm foundation for 
greater’ business, both domestic and 
—e than we have ever known in the

Public Utility Needs Come Petia, 





The decline) which occurred last 
fweek among certain raitroad and pub- 
lic utility securities may be said to 
have had a more direct connection 
with financial problems lying ahéad 
than any other movement since the 
armistice was declared. Among pub- 
‘le utility issues was this particularly 
evident. Both stocks and bonds. of 
local traction companies established 
new low records, if not for their full 
life to date, at least for several years 
past. The saipe tendency toward a 
lower market appraisal has been re- 
ported from centres other than New 
York and undoubtedly stands as a re- 
flection of the credit position of va- 
rious companies under present condi- 
tions. The factors militating against 


the profitable operation of many con- 
cerns have been a Sy to so often 
that they have beconte; perhaps, rather 
trite in public esteem, butthey are very 
real nevertheless, as statements of 
earnings and expenses have displayed 
for many months past. Operating 
costs, including wages, have risen 
steadily throughout the war period, 
with the result that even in cases 
where increased service rates have 
been allowed public utility organiza- 
tions they have not much more than 
covered the rising expense account, if 
they have done that. In localities 
where the authorities have not allowed 
street railway fares to be increased or 
advances to be made in gas and elec- 
tric charges the situation, of course, 
has been more burdensome. The out- 
look is made all the more serious by 
the fact that more than $250,000,000 
of maturing obligations of public util- 
ity companies will have to be met,in 
the next twelvemonth, of which not 
far from “one-fourth are due next 
February. It is not going too far to 
say that the solution of the public 
utility problem is one already taxing 
the’ resource of executives of the com- 
panies, bankers, and municipal au- 
thorities. Various plans had been 
‘proposed and some put into operation, 
calling for a greater community of in-' 
terest between municipal governments 
and the corporations, and it is ex- 
in some quarters that. this 
movement will have to go much 
further. At the same time there are 
opponents to the extension of such 
dual responsibilities, whose chief con- 
tention is based on the premise that 
Government ownership, local or na- 
tional, might be the poasible outcome. 
The bugaboo of political complications 
stands before many bankers and pub- 
lic utility managers when they con- 
sider remedial measures. Railroad 
executives and security owners are 
working on a .program for the settle- 
ment of the railroad situation, but so

Reed, McCook & Hoyt, as counsel of 
the Investment Bankers’ Association of

typical cases in which the difference 
between partnership and corporation 
shown under the war profits 
tax in} the Federal taxation program.

This seems all right from the view- 
point of applied patriotism, until A 
B and C campare notes with D & Co., 
& partnership, composed of D E and 
F, with a pre-war income of $30,000.

sibly some such corporations may 
atecually taxed as a partnership. Un. 
der Section 220, if the earnings are not 
distributed the Commissioner can find 
it guilty of attempting to evade the 
surtaxés for its stockholders and pun- ° 
ish them in the case supposed by waiv- 
ing the 345,087 tax against the cor- 
poration and taxing A. B. and C. indi- 
vidually as partners, a total of $15,006. 
Nno right is expressly given the corpo- 
ration to plead guilty to this crime, 
but its plea in an extreme case may 
be accepted.

A represéntative of the Taxation Com- 
mittee of the association pointed out that 
the chief objection was not so much to 
the injustice of an exclusive tax on cor- 
porate war profits for 1918, but to the 
fact that this discrimination Is perpet- 


4uated in the Senate bill, and that a 20 


to 40 per. cent. tax on so-called excess 
proifts must result in the disincorpora- 
tion of miany businesses and ‘the loss of 
the legitimate advantages of incorpora- 
tion in the development of the most suc- 
cessful businesses of the- country. It 
Was said that many corporations whose 
invested capital under the law is dis- 
proportionately low, and which because 
of the number of stockholders cannot 
disincorporate, may by disincorporation 
under certain conaitions be able to get 
the benefit of values now denied to 
them, assuming that the conferees ac- 
cept the Senate scheme of a perpetuated 
excess profits tax.
